" homei and restaurants. Most areas would 
have been without fire protection. No water 
would hare been available above the sixth 
floor of buildings. Such things as X-rays, 
baby Incubators and other Important hos- 
pital equipment would have been powerless. 

New Yorkers may well offer a thankful 
prayer for deliverance from a man-madi 
catastrophe whose effects would havs match- 
ed the resulU of nature's worst destruction. 

But what If the iiegollaUons had fallen 
through?
